On a recommendation by Town 
Engineer Robert Higgins, the 
Wilmington Planning Board will 
begin legal proceedings to take a 
$70,000 bond from developer Pat- 
rick Cone of Elm Square Builders 
in order to finish roadways in the 
Middlesex Pines development. 

Members also agreed Tuesday 
night to hold a public hearing on 
the action, tentatively set for Sep- 
tember 9, and to give Cone a chance 
to come before the board. 

The involved process includes 

advertising to rescind the subdi- 
vision, s: Bill Hooper, after 
which his board could pull the 
bond. Then, added chairman 
Carole Hamilton, the planning 
board would have to go out to bid 
‘on the job and, in the process, could 
face the possibility of some liability 
and an uncertain timeframe on the 
work, 
The unanimous vote in favor of 
pulling the bond was the result of 
ongoing complaints by residents 
that the unfinished roads were 
causing damage to their cars and an 
“embarrassment” When family and 
friends came to visit. 

Neighbors present at Tuesday's 
meetings were dissatisfied with the 
board's handling of the matter. 
"This is really insulting,” said 
Joan Tutela, blasting board mem- 
bers for keeping the group of 
neighbors waiting an hour without 
letting them speak and giving the 
developer -more time and consi- 
dération, When Hamilton pointed 
out the neighbors weren't on the 
agenda and suggested, instead, they 
come and air their views at the 
public hearing, Douglas Avenue 
resident John Garrett spoke out. 
“We're not trying to be unrea- 
sonable,” said Garrett, adding 
“we're all new residents to 
Wilmington (and) we're not in tune 
with how the town works.” He went 
on to explain that-he and his 
neighbors had expected the plan- 
ning board to come up with "a plan 
of attack" so they don't have to 
Fi 
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react on a week to week basis. 

“We have begun the process for 
you,” Hamilton assured him. 

Garrett said he was concerned the 
process could cause them to "be 
hung up here a few years” and 
suggested, instead, that residents 
form their own committee, begin 
talking to selectmen and the town 
engineers, and do the job them- 
selves. 

After the room emptied, Hamil- 
ton told fellow members that, in a 
conversation with Town Counsel 
Alan Altman, she was told the 
planning board shouldn't tie the 
Quail Run Drive subdivision (being 
developed by Cone) to work in 
Middlesex Pines. 

“Altman feels this would place the 
town in an indefensible position,” 
said Hamilton adding, however, 
that "Mr. Cone doesn't feel so 
compelled and he's trying to hold 
us hostage.” She explained Cone 
told her he wasn't going to discuss 
Middlesex Pines until the board 
deals with Quail Run. Ata previous 
meeting, the board had placed some 
conditions on the Quail Run plan, 
conditions which have to be met 
before the plan could be approved. 


Task force reviews 
housing policies

With another 357 housing units 
(or seven percent) needed to meet 
the state’s 10 percent affordable 
housing ‘requirement, members of 
the relatively new Affordable 
Housing Task Force continue to 
take a hard look at Wilmington's 
housing needs and a plan of action 
to address those needs, 

In a prior meeting, it was pointed 
out that part of the answer may lie 
in zoning changes and making it 
attractive to developers to include a 
certain percentage of low to 
moderate income homes in new 
subdivisions. 

At Monday's meeting, members 
reviewed the first draft of an 
Inclusionary Housing Policy, a 
newly proposed addition to the 
town’s zoning bylaws dealing with 
new housing development. 

According to chairman Jim 
Stewart, who brought the policy to 
the committee's attention, the draft 
bylaw is "kind of a conglomerate” 
of policies from such towns as 
Lexington and Bedford. Stewart 
said he expects the task force to go 
over the policy and fine tune it 
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several times before bringing it 
before voters at the next annual 
town meeting. 

At the outset, the policy states 
that, "In order to obtain.a favorable 
recommendation, or where appli- 
cable, a favorable action by the 
planning board, all new housing 
developments which gain an 
increase in density greater than that 
previously allowed by right in the 
zoning district in which it is 
located, shall provide affordable 
housing units.” Under the policy, 
these units will be 20 percent of the 
total number to be constructed. 
They may be multi-family struc- 
tures and must be compatible in 
appearance with the rest of the 
units. 

The policy also touches on 
location of units, resales and rent 
increases,the issuance of building 
permits, allotment of the units, and 
who qualifies for affordable 
housing, 

Members looked closely, ata 
section on density. Stewart told task 
force members he and Building 
Inspector James Russo discussed the 
subject for a half hour and "we 
didn't even scratch the surface.” He 
added much in-depth work needs to 
be -done in dimensional require- 
ments and zoning changes. 

Vaughn Surprenant said he was 
afraid that with greater density 
allowed, a builder may group all 
affordable units in one section and 
make it look like "a small project" 
rather than blend it in with the rest 
of the development. 

"That's a thing that will have to be 
aconcern,” he added.

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Condos for Andover Street?

Proponents of Andover Woods, a 
132 unit condominium complex 
proposed for property owned by 
Frank Sciarappa off Andover 
Street, came before the Planning 
Board Tuesday night to informally 
present their pre-preliminary plan. 

Attorney Joseph Courtney ex- 
plained he, developer Dan Fonzi of 
Danco Development Co. in Saugus, 
arid Steve Stapinski of Merrimack 
Engineering Services were going 
before various town boards as well 
as approximately 15 neighbors and 
abutters to explain the plan before 
bringing it in for approval 
According to their timeframe, they 
hope to bring the plan before town 
meeting voters this fall to change 
the site's present R60 zoning to 
PRD. 

According to Stapinski, Andover 
Woods is expected to be developed 
in four major phases stretching 
over a minimum three year time 
period. The mix of six, four, three 
and two unit buildings will be laid 
out in four clusters off a roadway 
originating from Andover Street 
Trees lining the road throughout 
the development will provide a 
buffer zone as well as privacy for 
residents. 

Three units will be built on an 
acre, said Stapinski, with 38 acres 
left for common open space and 
active recreation use. Projected 
cost for the two bedroom units will 
be $145,000, added Fonzi. 

"What's proposed here is to 
improve the neighborhood itself,” 
said Courtney. He pointed out that 
the development will provide a 
stabilizing buffer to further indus- 
trial development and will most 
likely improve the safety of 
Andover Road. 

In outlining the specifics of the 
project, Stapinski said there is a 200 
foot wide Mass. Electric easement 
that runs through the site which has 
to be dealt with. Courtney assured 
planning board members, though, 
that Mass. Electric "has no specific 
plans (for the easement) at this 
time.” 
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The site would probably be 
serviced by a septic system in the 
Tear of a small treatment plant and, 
with few wetlands, wit! not require 
any wetland crossing or filling, 
Stapinski added. 

"We've talked this through and 
we feel this is the direction we're 
going in,” said Courtney. Board 
members were told that some 
survey work on the property line 
and topography in the wetland area 
has to be completed. 

"There's a crying need for an 
alternate type of housing,” claimed 
member Bruce MacDonald, adding 
that the town"has got to come to 
grips with looking at duplex 
hor 

Lillian Buckley, executive 
director of the Wilmington Hous- 
ing Authority, agreed, providing 
the homes were not grouped to. 
gether but scattered, She explained 
that her board is finding the costs of 
single family homes "prohibitive" 
and board members feel duplexes 
may also be easier to maintain. 

Dan Gillis put in a word for 
"good planning” and “following the 
will of the people” which has in- 
creased the value of Wilmington's 
property 

During the evening, the task force 
discussed several other related 
issues. Stewart asked the housing 
authority to put together a list of 
state and federal programs, such as 
the Mass. Housing Partnership 
Program and the Community 
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Development Block Grant Pro- 
gram, which could help fund the 
housing. He also suggested they 
speed up the process of cataloguing 
town owned land so it will be 
finalized by the end of the fall 
instead of a year and a half from 
now. Then the task force could see 
which parcels might be set aside for 
low cost housing, he said, 

Gillis suggested locating duplexes 
on a large parcel of town owned 
land on the North Woburn line. 
The property would take into 
consideration the need for nearby 
transportation and the “isolation 
factor," he added. 

Stewart also suggested using the 
Whitefield School and the South 
School for housing. These existing 
buildings he saw as the "only 
realistic possibilities," though the 
town hall building and Swain 
School were also mentioned, 

Finally, members discussed 
reaching young adults who were 
forced to move away because of the 
high cost of homes in Wilmington. 
‘Though they don't fall under the 
new tenant regulations since they 
are not residents and may not work 
in town, members agreed they 
should be considered for the 
proposed housing. 

Gillis said if they hear of former 
residents who wish to return, they 
should encourage them to apply for 
housing now rather than wait three 
or four years until construction 
gets underway.

Frankly speaking

Of the many exciting constitutional offices that you will 
have the pleasure of voting for on September 16, there is the 
position of our representative on the Governor's Council. 
This body of state government, also known as the Executive 
Council, is charged with the duties of confirming judicial 
appointments and approving all payments made by the state 
treasurer. At the same time, the Council must vote on all 
pardons granted by the governor. It is here that the 
Govemor's Council receives most of its publicity. 

John Markey is the incumbent for the Fifth Governor's 
Council District, which includes all of Essex County and the 
towns of Billerica, North Reading, Reading, Tewksbury, 
and Wilmington. Presently seeking his sixth term in office, 
Markey is facing a tough challenge from Kelley Landolphi, a 
former aide to Congressman Nicholas Mavroulas. Though 
the Democratic Primary is still weeks away, the race for the 
Governor's Council has already proven to be an interesting 
contest between a long time incumbent and a vibrant 
challenger, 

Landolphi, an honors graduate of Boston College, has _as- 
serted that the incumbent is not a resident of His own district, 
but rather resides in both Florida and Tyngsboro; the latter 
being outside of the district and the former being very much 
outside of the district. Secondly, challenger Landolphi has 
criticized the incumbent for a dismal attendance record, 
having been present at only six of the last twenty-six 
meetings of the Governor's Council. That figures out to a 
seventy-seven percent absenteeism. 

According to the secretary of state, Markey's residence 
will be listed on the ballot as 46 Turnpike Rd., North 
Andover. This is within the Fifth Governor's Council 
District, though we did not reach Markey there. Markey's 
residence is also his chiropractic office, and his secretary 
fefered us to a Tyngsboro phone number. Having finally 
reached the incumbent he denied living outside of the district 
and stated that Tyngsboro was only a summer residence. As 
for the attendance issue, Markey stated that he had missed 
two roll call votes since the first of the year. 

Though seeking his sixth term in office, Markey seemed a 
bit unclear as to the parameters of his position. Kelley 
Landolphi is quick to rattle off the member towns of his 
Potential district, but when called by the Town Crier 
Incumbent Markey asked why a Wilmington paper would be 
reporting on this race when we were not part of his district. 
We informed him that Wilmington was in fact part of the -

Neil's Fuel 


Newport & Trucking Services 


sailboat show 


by Bill Conlon 
If you expect to go fishing this 


late in the year, you just have to 
cope with weeds, 

That can mean anything from 
snagging a lily pad while fishing off 
a dock to hauling a 10-pound 
mossback from under a weedbed 
the size of Colorado, 

Most ponds right now are clogged 
with enough biomass to power a 
small city, if you could ever dry it 
out. Fishing in such a salad bar is 
tough, but incredibly productive. 
The fish are always there, if you 
can get through to them. 

First of all, don't bother with 
anything bigger than a canoe. 
Unless the lake is huge and deep, in 
which case you'll be joining a fleet 
of powerboats, any motor with a 
propeller will be clogged with 
veggies in no time. Even the 
so-called "weedless" electrics 
usually aren't. The weeds will win 
every time. 

The same goes for a rowboat, 
The dip and pull is easy enough, 
until you try to lift the oars for the 
next stroke. A varnished paddle 
from a canoe is the best way to go 
calmly forth through the weeds, A 
rubber boat works well enough, I 
suppose, but personally I just can't 
stand the things. 

As for terminal tackle, this too 
has to be completely weedless or 
the day will become one of insane 
frustration. Stopping to pull.a 
handful of weeds from the hook 
after every cast quickly loses its 
amusement value. 

Few lures are as weedless as a 
rubber worm, hooked with a Texas 
rig. Fished right across the top of 
the pads, rubber worms will drive 
the pickerel and bass bananas, And 
bring a few extras -- pickerel have 
a habit of slashing rubber worms in 
half. 

Another rig that works quite well 
in the greenery is a Johnson 
weedless spoon. I had lots of fun 
using one on Long Pond in 
Tewksbury the other day, with half 
a rubber worm trailing from the 
hook. It looked just like a tadpole 
wiggling through the moss and the 
pickerel were blasting it left and 
right. 

Beyond that, anything which 
floats has only a fair chance of 
staying clean. Jitterbugs and 
Rapala-type lures can be steered 
clear of the worst thickets but they 
will hang up occasionally, As for 


in the moss, you naturally try to 
find patches of open water. Good 
luck, But even the thickest 
weedbeds have open spots that you 
raight not see. Fish lie in ambush 
under these holes and bust anything 
that crosses over their heads. 
Sometimes the hole between the 
pads isn't much bigger than a dollar 
bill, but the fish will be there. 

Keep in mind that fish are 
completely weedless. They don't 
mind the salad at all. Only you do. 

My fishing expeditions into the 
weeds have included some 
thoroughly outrageous experiences 
with big pickerel right in the 
thickest slop. 

Once, using a Johnson spoon, the 
lure landed with a plop in a tiny 
open patch. Before it sank a foot, 
something came streaking out of 
the pads about three feet away. 
‘This monster left a"V" wake like a 
homing torpedo, bumping pads out 
of the way and heading straight for 
the spoon. There was no question 
that it had murder in mind. 

Naturally I was the picture of 
composure as it streaked in for the 
kill. At least I-don't remember 
screaming. Well, maybe I did. 

Anyway, the pickerel hit like a 
freight trairi. I waited for the wg 
before setting the hook, knowing 
that sight is often deceptive. The 
hook sank firmly into bone, 


And that, sadly, was about all the 
fight there was. The fish streaked 
off, only to wrap the line around 
the pads after a few feet. We had to 
pole over to retrieve the pickerel, 
which weighed just under four 
pounds, Add in the weeds that 
came along and the whole bundle 
weighed closer to 54 pounds, 

Spectacular fights are rare in the 
bushes, The greenery just takes all 
the fun out of playing a fish. But 
when it comes to catching them, the 
weeds can make all the difference 
in the world,

That takes enormous pumping 
power. 

To help the body do this job we 
have two booster hearts one in each 
leg. They come into use when we 
‘start walking. When you stand still 
the heart pumps the blood all alone. 
With the first step the booster 
hearts immediately spring into 
action, forcing an upward action on 
a large vein, through which the 
blood returns from the feet to the 
heart. So let's get started walking 
with a group and keep our blood 
circulating making our chances of a 
heart attack slim. We will be timing

“When the group saw this, all 
but the photogrammetry expert

made an immediate determi- 
nation that it could not possibly 
be Noah’s Ark,”’ 

Nevertheless they dug a little, 
dynamited a little (two holes in 
the side of the boat, ) and left the 
site, declaring the object to be 
of no archaeological interest 
whatsoever, Wyatt said.
